DEDICATION 


Newport Town Officials have found it appropriate in recent 
years to commend a Newport citizen whose virtues and behavior 
have benefited the community and thus are worthy of emulation. 


In this spirit we gratefully dedicate this year's Town Report 
to one who has been faithful in his duties, has learned and 
practiced the dicipline of work, responsibility and thrift, 
and has shared with his fellow citizens his reward for 
practicing such virtues; and in so doing, has bestowed great 
benefit on the people of Newport. 


He is Kaarle H. Lehtinen who, 70 years ago, came to the United 
States from his native Finland. He was born July 27, 1892 
in the village of Kaukola in Lappi, Turku Province. The son 
of a carpenter and tenant farmer, Mr. Lehtinen was the second 
oldest child in a family of eight children. 


He began his new life in America working in mines in Wisconsin, 
but came to Newport on May 7, 1914. Except for a brief period 
when he worked in New York, he has remained here ever since. 
He operated his own dairy and poultry farm and established 
a thriving milk route. He has worked as a logger and a weaver, 
and he used the rewards of his thrift to invest in timberland 
and rental properties. 


Mr. Lehtinen went back to Finland on December 10, 1982 and 
presented a $100,000 donation to the Institute of Migration, 
with these words, "I wish to convey my warm greetings to the 
Finnish people. I was born here and matured in an age that 
I could work. Although I went to America as a youth, I will 
never forget the land of my birth. Finland reared me to manhood 
and made me fit for work. For this I am in debt to the Finnish 
people." 


Six years later he made another $100,000 donation, this time 
to the Town of Newport for the Newport Senior Citizens’ Center, 
Inc. It was the foundation for the fund to buy the vacant 
Supermarket building on the corner of Church and South Main 
Streets to become the Newport Senior Center. The building 
had first housed the Newport First National Supermarket, then 
the Newport IGA and then Violette's Super Market. It has 
since been renovated and now serves as the Town's Senior Center. 


With this dedication, the Newport Board of Selectmen, on behalf 
of the scores of senior citizens who find companionship and 
joy in their use of the new Senior Citizens’ Center, officially 
express the community's gratitude to Mr. Lehtinen. 
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TOWN MANAGER 


1988 was an especially productive year. Numerous essential projects 
were started and others continued. 


The most significant project was the beginning of the construction 
of the Wastewater Treatment Facility mandated by the Federal govern- 
ment. The Town was fortunate to receive an additional 20% aid 
from the State toward the cost of the project, leaving 5-7 percent 
of the total cost of that project to be paid by sewer users. 
The Wastewater Treatment Facility is scheduled for completion 
in 1989. 


Another significant project undertaken by the Town was the beginning 
of the Infrastructure Improvement Program. Both Winter and Summer 
Streets were reconstructed, which included water and sewer pipes, 
paving, drainage, curbing and sidewalks. In addition, Witcher 
Road and a portion of Qak Street were completely reconstructed. 
Additional sewer work is necessary in the northwest area of the 
town and should be coupled with reconstruction of the streets 
as was done on Winter and Summer Streets. 


The Highway Department had a very busy year. They reconstructed 
the Coon Brook Bridge and the Little Coon Brook Bridge, both of 
which had been declared unsafe. A large culvert on Greenwood 
Road was replaced with a new bridge to eliminate a long-standing 
flooding problem which caused damage in previous years. Oak Street 
Bridge was closed because it was unsafe. Emergency repairs were 
made to enable vehicles not exceeding ten tons to use the bridge. 
To reconstruct the bridge to a safe capacity will require a complete 
renovation at a cost of approximately $200,000. The State of 
New Hampshire will pay two-thirds of the cost of repairs, leaving 
the balance for the Town to pay. 


The Water Improvement Project is proceeding on schedule. There 
was a study conducted to determine if it would be more cost 
effective to construct a filtration plant at Gilman Pond or utilize 
the new well in North Newport as an additional water source. 
The study concluded that it would be more economical to construct 
a filtration plant. The design and construction must be completed 
as required by the Clean Air Act by 1991. The Water Department 
continued with its ongoing project of cleaning the water pipes. 
This program should continue until all pipes have been cleaned 
Or replaced. The replacement of water meters also continued. 
This program provides more accurate readings as many of the old 
meters are inaccurate. 


The Town received a grant from the State for the softball fields 
north of the high school. The project was started in the fall 
and will be completed in 1989. 


The Airport Commissioners developed a project to repave the runways 
and taxiways utilizing Airport Commission funds and a $40,000 
grant from the State of New Hampshire Aeronautical Funds. 


A detective position was established in the Police Department. 
As a result, arrests and convictions of criminals has increased 
Significantly. 


As part of the Wastewater Treatment Facility Project, the Town 
purchased a building which was repaired and improved to expand 
the recycling program. When the equipment is received, paper 
and cardboard will be accepted and bailed on site. 


The new Housing Code adopted by the Town has provided a much-needed 
tool to improve the housing stock by requiring property owners 
to maintain minimum standards for the safety and welfare of the 
occupants. 


The revaluation of the Town was completed which more fairly allo- 
cates the property tax responsibility. The Town's last reval- 
uation was more than ten years ago, and some property values were 
less than they should have been as compared to more recent proper- 
ties. 


Planning Board members gave much of their time to revise the Zoning 
Regulations to provide better control of growth and better land 
use in areas that will contribute to the tax base of the Town. 


Sincere appreciation is extended to all members of the various 
commissions and boards who have helped in numerous ways to improve 
the community. 


More detailed departmental activity reports are included in this 
report for your information. 


Town Manager Robert G. Horne has retired after four years as Town 
Manager. I would like to personally thank him for his assistance 
during the transition to my administration and commend him for 
initiating many of the infrastructure improvement projects Newport 
needs. 


I am pleased to have been selected as your new Town Manager and 
I encourage the citizens and business owners of Newport to contact 
me. I am sincerely interested in listening to your ideas, 
complaints and general concerns about Newport. My staff and I 
need your input to effectively manage the Town.

For the Town Meeting of March 14, 1989 


State of New Hampshire 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Newport qualified to vote on 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified and warned to meet at the Town Hall 
in said Town of Newport on the second Tuesday of March, 1989 
at nine o'clock in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1: To elect 2 selectmen for a term of three years. 


ARTICLE 2: To elect a Trustee of the Board of Trustees of the 
Richards Free Library for a term of two years. 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote on the following matter: 
"Shall we adopt Optional Adjusted Elderly Exemptions from property 
tax? The Optional Exemptions based on assessed value for qualified 
taxpayers shall be as follows: for a person 65 years of age 


up to 74 years, the sum of $ ; for a person 75 years of 
age up to 79 years, the sum of $ ; for a person 80 years 
or older, the sum of $ . To qualify the person must have 


been a New Hampshire resident for at least 5 years, own the real 
estate individually or jointly, or if the real estate is owned 
by his spouse, they must have been married for at least 5 years. 
In addition, the taxpayer must have a net income of less than 
$10,000 or, if married, a combined net income of less than 
$12,000; and own net assets of $ , excluding the value 
of the person's residence. 


ARTICLES. 4: To elect a member of the Trust Fund Commission for 
three years and all other officers, auditors, agents and erm recs 
necessary to conduct Town Business. 


PRULCLERO: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum not to exceed $1,600,000 to be used for the construction 
and engineering of a sand filtration facility at Gilman Pond, 
said sum to be raised by the issuance of serial bonds and notes 
under and in compliance with the provisions of the Municipal 
Finance Act (N.H. R.S.A. 33.1 et. seq. as amended) with the 
Board of Selectmen being authorized to issue and negotiate said 
bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest and the 
time period thereon, and to take said other actions as may be 
necessary to effect the issuance, negotiation, sale and delivery 
of such bonds or notes as shall be in the best interest of the 
Town; and to further authorize the Board of Selectmen to apply 
for, accept and expend such monies as become available from the 
Federal Government for use in connection with said project; and 
to further authorize the Board of Selectmen to apply for, accept 


and expend such State aid as may be available for use in connection 
with said project and pass any votes relating thereto. (Recom- 
mended by Budget Advisory Committee) 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
an amount not to exceed $1,500,000 to fund the Town for the 
Six-month period (January, 1990 through June, 1990) as part of 
the transition to the new fiscal budget year; said sum to be 
raised by the issuance of serial bonds and notes under and in 
compliance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (N.H. 
R.S.A. 33.1 et seq. as amended) with the Board of Selectmen 
being authorized to issue and negotiate said bonds or notes and 
to determine the rate of interest and the time period thereon, 
and to take such other actions as may be necessary to effect 
the issuance, negotiation, sale and delivery of such bonds or 
notes as shall be in the best interest of the Town. (Recommended 
by Budget Advisory Committee) 


ARTICLE, fe To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Selectmen and Town Treasurer to borrow money on the notes 
of the Town to meet current expenses in anticipation of taxes. 


ARTICLE 8. To hear reports of Selectmen, Town Treasurer, Auditors 
and Committees heretofore chosen. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to apply for and accept any and all Federal, State 
or private grants and gifts which may be available to the Town. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to employ auditors to inspect the books of the Town 
and its departments for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to transfer tax liens and convey property acquired by the 
Town by Tax Collector's Deeds by public auction (or advertised 
bid) or in such a manner as determined by the Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will approve and adopt the proposed 
budget, raise and appropriate the various sums contained in the 
report and listed in the budget, and take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to hold its Annual 
Town Meeting on the second Tuesday of May for the selection of 
Town Officers and the transaction of all other Town business 
in accordance with the provisions of N.H. Revised Statutes Anno- 
tated 39:l-a. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of $75,000 to be used to pay the engineering services in 
designing a water treatment plant and water storage tank and 
other facilities required to filter the public water supply at 
Gilman Pond. (Recommended by Budget Advisory Committee) 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $200,000 to be used toward the rehabilitation of the 
Oak Street Bridge. (Two-thirds of said cost is to be paid by 


State of New Hampshire.) (Recommended by Budget Advisory 
Committee ) 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $30,000 to be used to prepare engineering design and 
to do other work necessary to develop plans and specifications 
for the repair of the Oak Street Bridge. (Recommended by Budget 
Advisory Committee) 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to allow the Board 
of Selectmen to appropriate all or any portion of the interest 
earnings from the $1.5 million Road Bond Issue authorized by 
the Town in Article 8 on 3/10/87 for the construction/reconstruc- 
tion/paving of streets, highways and sidewalks. 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $84,900 to be used for the purchase and/or lease of 
the following equipment:

To see if the Town will vote to amend the "Regulation 
of the Operation of Motor Vehicles on Limited Weight Streets 
and Highways" adopted at the 1985 Annual Town Meeting under Article 
33 as follows: 


By striking Section 1 in its entirety and substituting there- 
fore the following: 


Section 1. Purpose: To regulate the operation of motor 
vehicles on Town streets and highways, which streets and highways 
are not able to carry heavy loads so that public expense and 
inconvenience are minimal. 


A. For purposes of this ordinance, the Town Manager shall 
mean Town Manager or his designate. 


By striking Section 2 in its entirety and substituting there- 
fore the following: 


Section 2. Designation of Limited Weight Highways: The 
highways herein listed under Section 11 below, are designated 
as limited weight streets and highways. The Town Manager shall 
periodically review all highways maintained by the Town and propose 
changes to this list as may be necessary. The Town Manager is 
authorized to add or remove streets and highways as he deems 
necessary. 


By striking Section 4 in its entirety and substituting there- 
fore the following: 


Section 4. Exceptions: The provisions of this ordinance 
shall not apply to: 


A. Any motor vehicle operated by or for the Town. 


B. Delivery vehicles making occasional trips to service 
residences. 


C. Any other vehicle for which the Town Manager has issued 
a special permit in accordance with Section 5 below. 


By striking Section 5 in its entirety and substituting there- 
fore the following: 


Section 5. Special Permits: The Town Manager may issue 
a special permit for the operation of vehicles weighing more 
than six (6) tons over limited weight highways only on _ the 
following conditions: 


A. The Town Manager determines that the vehicle will not 
Cause unusual damage to the highway; or, 


B. The owner of the vehicle deposits with the Town Manager 
security, in the form of cash or bond guaranteed by an insurance 
Or bonding company licensed to do business in the State of New 
Hampshire, in an amount the Town Manager determines to be suffi- 
cient to pay for the repair of all unusual damage the vehicle 
is likely to cause. When the operation allowed by the special 
permit is completed, or during the operation if necessary, the 
Town Manager shall cause the highway to be promptly repaired 
to a condition equal to that which existed prior to the operation 
and return any of the security then remaining; provided, if the 
actual cost of repairs exceeds the security posted, the owner 
of the vehicle shall pay to the Town the additonal costs incurred. 


By striking Section 6 in its entirety and substituting there- 
fore the following: 


Section 6. Appeal: Any person, who is aggrieved by the 
Town Manager issuing or refusing to issue a special permit, may, 
within ten (10) days of the decision of the Town Manager and 
not thereafter, appeal that decision to the Board of Selectmen. 
Upon receipt of such appeal, the Board of Selectmen shall schedule 
a public hearing, at which all interested parties may present 
any relevant evidence; and, at the conclusion of the public 
hearing, affirm, modify or set aside the decision of the Town 
Manager. 


By striking Section 8 in its entirety and substituting there- 
fore the following: 


Section 8. Enforcement: The Police Department and _ the 
Town Manager shall be responsible for enforcing this ordinance. 


ARTICLE 28. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $5,000 to be used to install a security/fire alarm 
system at the Town Office Building. (Recommended by Budget 
Advisory Committee) 


ARTICLE 29. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of $10,000 for the purpose of transportation for “Senior 
Citizens" anywhere in the Town of Newport in conjunction with 
a "reduced" rate from Newport Taxi. Such transportation may 
occur any day or time of regular business hours. The only criteria 
for such funding will be that the passenger be a senior citizen 
of Newport. (By Petition) (Not Recommended by Budget Advisory 
Committee ) 


ARTICLE 30. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Fifty Thousand Dollars ($50,000) to help defray the 
cost of the purchase of land and buildings, and the renovations 
of said buildings thereon (formerly Violettes Supermarket on 
South Main Street) for the purpose of establishing a new Newport 
Senior Citizen facility at said site and to pass any vote in 
relation thereto. (By Petition) (Recommended by Budget Advisory 
Committee ) 


ARTICLE 31. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $87,000 dollars to finish the second phase of the 
softball field complex, to include the construction of a parking 
area, seed the outfields and grass areas, fence the baselines 
and to light one softball field; the sum of $35,000 from the 
Town for the purpose of matching a Land and Water Conservation 
Grant of $35,000; the remaining sum of $17,000 to be raised by 
donations. (Recommended by Budget Advisory Committee) 


ARTICLE 32. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $20,000 to bring the Opera House into compliance with 
the electrical code. (Recommended by Budget Advisory Committee) 


ARTICLE 33. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,500 for financial support for Sullivan County 
Hospice, Inc. to serve the needs of the terminally and seriously 
i1] throughout Sullivan County. (By Petition) (Recommended 
by Budget Advisory Committee) 


ARTICLE 34. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000) for the purpose of erecting 
a permanent monument on the Newport Town Common to honor the 
memory of all servicemen from Newport. (By Petition) (Recommended 
by Budget Advisory Committee) 


ARTICLE 35. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $13,000 for Community Youth Advocates, Inc., in order 
to assure continued services and counseling for the youth of 
this community. (By Petition) (Recommended by Budget Advisory 
Committee) 
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ARTICLE 36. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,200 to aid in funding of the information booth 
and other promotional activities benefiting the Town. (By 
Petition) (Not Recommended by Budget Advisory Committee) 


ARTICLE 37. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following 
Ordinance: "Heavy machinery and heavy mechanisms will not be 
driven or parked on the Common. RV's and passenger cars may 
remain parked on the Common through the duration of flea markets 
and other similar activities." (By Petition) 


ARTICLE 38. To see if the Town will vote on the following matter: 
"Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:1l-c which authorize 
any Town or City to elect not to assess, levy and collect a resi- 
dent tax?" (By Petition) 


ARTICLE 39. To see if the Town will vote to deposit twenty-five 
percent of the revenues collected pursuant to R.S.A. 79-A (Land 
Use Change Tax in the Conservation Fund in accordance with R.S.A. 
36-A:5 III as authorized by R.S.A. 79-A:25 II. (By Petition) 


ARTICLE 40. To see if the Town is in favor of the creation of 
a County-wide Public Safety Dispatch Center, financed in part 
by County taxes. 


ARTICLE 41. To see if the Town supports the changing of the 
County's fiscal year from January through December to July through 
June. 


ARTICLE 42. To see if the Town is in favor of the election of 
County Commissioners to staggered terms, to provide continuity 
on the Board. 


ARTICLE 43. To transact any other business which may legally 
come before said meeting. (Polls shall open for the reception 
of ballots at 9:00 A.M. and shall not be closed earlier than 
7:00 P.M. and the business portion of the meeting shall start 
at 6:00 P.M.)

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POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Newport Police Department has had a busy year with Call 
of Service up 9% over 1987. We relate the increase to increased 
traffic, new businesses, new housing starts, and other factors. 
The_ increase in permanent and transit population also reflects 
the increase in crime statistics. With less Federal and State 
funding, the burden falls upon the community for support of 
those services requested and rendered. 


The Uniform Patrol is the Department's first line of response 
to all Calls for Service. Approximately 95% of all Calls 
for Service received by the dispatch center are handled by 
the uniformed officers. The primary functions of the officer 
are to investigate conduct or complaints of criminal acts, 
collect evidence and complete an investigative report, investi- 
gate traffic accidents which are necessary to determine traffic 
law violations, or to determine cause of accident due to road 
conditions or operator fault. Traffic enforcement is another 
important facet of the officers’ routine work. This enforcement 
provides free and safe traffic movement and deters potential 
law violators. They also do criminal enforcement, looking 
for people in the act of committing burglaries, sexual assaults, 
robberies, and other such crimes. 


The uniform patrolman also performs other duties such as 
escorts, control at fire scenes, check vacant properties, 
locating lost persons, service of warrants, giving information 
and directions, the resolution of domestic, neighbor and 
landlord/tenant disputes, issuing parking tickets, and much 
more. 


Let's not forget the dispatch personnel who are the call taker 
and dispatcher. This is a position which has a high pressure 
and stress atmosphere. The police dispatcher takes a call 
from a person in distress or an irate person and has to get 
the proper and correct information so that the proper emergency 
service can be dispatched. The dispatcher always has to be 
mindful of the police officer on patrol to insure proper commun- 
ications and to get the officer's first message as the officers 
may not get another chance to give further instructions. 
Dispatchers also give information and directions to people, 
they operate computors, file reports, keep statistics and 
perform many other duties. 


Training plays an important role in the effectiveness of the 
Department's community service. It is an ongoing process 
through in-service training programs, training’ programs 
sponsored by the New Hampshire Police Standards Training Council 
and other educational programs. 
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1989 Training goals will be Juvenile Law and _ other 
juvenile-related topics. Sixty to 70 percent of the crime 
is committed by juveniles. It is our intent~ to concentrate 
our training in this field so that all members of the Department 
will be well versed in not only the law but diversion programs 
and clinics available. The training will teach the police 
roles and responsibilities, police cooperation with other 
agencies, police arrest authority, the police authority to 
protect juveniles, and police discretion. 


It is hoped that this concentrated training in this field 
will reduce crime and bring our police closer to the community 
and its resources. 


The support you give to your Police Department to make your 
community a better place to live is appreciated. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank all the citizens 
of Newport, the business community, the other Town agencies, 
and other law enforcement agencies who have assisted us on 
a daily basis.

The Fire Department responded to 882 calls in 1988. Included 
in the total were 44 box alarms, 226 still alarms, 25 mutual 
aid calls, 5 false alarms and 582 calls for inspections.

Between July 1987 and June 1988, we experienced more fires 
than normal. The three leading causes of forest fires were 
again children, fires kindled without written permission of 
a Forest Fire Warden and debris burning. All causes are 
preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help our Town and State forest fire officials with 
forest fire prevention. Contact your Forest Fire Warden for 
more information. 


Enforcement of a State timber harvest regulation is’ the 
responsibility of State Forestry officials. Our State has 
excellent timber harvest regulations; however, your assistance 
is needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a State timber 
harvest law may be violated, call your Fire Warden, Concord 
Forest Protection Headquarters at (603) 271-2217, or local 
Forest Ranger. 


On January 1, 1989, the Deceptive Forestry Business Practices 
Law (RSA 224:54) goes into effect. This law, in summary, 
states that a person is guilty of a misdemeanor if, in the 
course of buying or selling a forest product, uses a false 
weight or measure for falsely determining any quality or 
quantity of a forest product. For more information, contact 
one of the persons mentioned above.

AMBULANCE DEPARTMENT 


The members of the Ambulance Department wish to thank the 
citizens of Newport for their support in 1988. We also wish 
to express our appreciation to the Newport Fire and Police 
Departments for their highly professional assistance whenever 
it was needed. Without your help, we could not provide the 
increasingly skilled services which benefited over 700 people 
in the past 12 months. 


1988 was a year for rebuilding our attendant roster, for 
improving the skills of our members and for implementing the 
newly-created full-time Director's position. 


Our Department now has, in addition to the Director, a staff 
of 12 dedicated and well-trained attendants on call. These 
individuals provide efficient service and skilled emergency 
medical care to our community. In addition, they attend 
voluntary training seminars on their own time, maintain primary 
incomes outside the Department, and manage to find a few hours 


now and then for their personal lives. At present, all 
attendants are Emergency Medical Technicians, or are preparing 
for advancement to that level. Several members of the 


Department are maintaining advanced life support skills which 
can save valuable minutes in the treatment of serious medical 
emergencies. 


A 1986 Ford ambulance, voted last year, was put into service 


Shortly after Town’ meeting. The vehicle was a_= sales 
demonstrator and was never in service prior to purchase by 
this Department. It has proven to be a good investment 


financially, has performed reliably and has suited the needs 
of the service well. 


A generous benefactor who wishes to remain anonymous, made 
a gift to the Department enabling us to purchase an electric 
overhead door opener for our’ garage. The donation was 
gratefully accepted and has been a valuable asset in saving 
time, heat and the backs of our attendants. 


We feel confident that our efforts of 1988 will help us to 
provide faster, more efficient and technically superior care 
to the community in the upcoming year. Once again, the 
Ambulance Department reminds you that CPR saves lives. If 
you, your company or organization would like to learn, please 
contact any member of the Department. Working together, we 
can make a difference.

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We are pleased to submit our tenth annual report for the Office 
of Emergency Management. This has been a fairly quiet year 
along the lines of major local emergencies. Fortunately, 
we were not needed in any official capacity during the previous 
twelve months. 


One very important project was completed this summer. The 
old Ambulance 36 was reconditioned and placed in service as 
the Mobile Command Post. This unit replaced the old 1976 
van which would not pass inspection. This vehicle is equipped 
with all of the mobile radio equipment necessary to give us 
the capability to communicate on all frequencies presently 
used by the Town departments, E.M.S. units, and towns utilized 
through Mutual Aid Compacts. This unit is also equipped with 
basic life support equipment and medical supplies to enable 
it to be utilized as a back-up ambulance in case of a major 
disaster. 


The local Emergency Services also conducted a mock disaster 
during the month of December. A simulated hostage situation 
and bombing was conducted. The Mobile Command Post was used 
for the first time during this exercise. 

In addition, the following was accomplished: 

1. The Basic Emergency Plan was revised and updated. 


2. Additional manuals were added to the Hazardous Materials 
Library. 


3. Updated materials added to all files. 


4. All radiological meters were tested and new batteries 
installed.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


During 1988, three new bridges were constructed by the Highway 
Department personnel. Both the large bridge and the small bridge 
at Coon Brook were rebuilt, and the six-foot culvert on Greenwood 
Road was replaced with a bridge in the hopes of solving the flooding 
problem in that area. The culvert was relocated to Chandler's 
Mill Road. In addition, the Cutts Brook Bridge was repaired, 
the Covered Bridge was repaired and stained, and the Belknap Avenue 
Bridge end dam and rail were repaired. 


The south ends of Coon Brook Road and Cutts Road were ditched, 
brush was cut back in an attempt to improve drainage, and gravel 
was placed to improve the road surface. 


Improvements to drainage have begun on East Mountain Road, Laurel 
Street, Belknap Avenue and Chandler's Mill Road. More work will 
be needed in these areas in 1989. 


Pike Hill Road underwent major repairs which included brush cutting, 
ditching and culvert replacement. Gravel will have to be placed 
during 1989 to complete this project. 


On Pine Street, the ditchline was dug, underdrain was installed, 
and the catch basins were repaired. 


The shoulders on Barton-Whitney Road were shimmed with hot top. 
Portions of Page Hill Road and Pine Street underwent pavement 
reclaimation. 


Five thousand yards of bank run gravel was crushed and stockpiled 
in order to be readily available to the Town when needed for 
repairing roads. 


As part of the routine maintenance program, gravel roads were 
graded, many potholes were patched, traffic signs were repaired 
and replaced, dangerous trees were removed, basins were rebuilt 
and cleaned, roads and sidewalks were swept, many culverts were 
replaced, ditches were improved, guardrails were installed, and 
a new program for improving plow truck turn-arounds was started. 


Approximately 1,950 tons of salt and 2,900 cubic yards of sand 
were used for traffic safety during the winter of 1988. 


In addition to road maintenance, the Highway Department assisted 
with the following projects: 


1. Cleaned up and repaired the old trucking company building 
on North Main Street for the Recycling Center. 


2. Placed topsoil on the shoulders of the Airport runway. 


3. Established a Fire Hole at Greenwood Road. 
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4. Constructed a new office at the Ambulance Garage for the Director. 
5. Replaced the roof on the Highway Department's salt shed. 


6. Replacement of the fuel lines at the Town Office.

In addition to assisting with the major water and sewer 
construction project which took place on Winter and Summer 
Streets this summer, the departments were involved with the 
preparation of and assisting with the second phase of the 
pipe cleaning program. This included locating and repairing 
gate valves, gate boxes, service shut-offs, and the replacement 
of iron service lines in the areas affected. Work with the 
pipe cleaning crew including excavations, installation of 
valves and tees, and operating all gate and service valves 
needed to isolate the sections of mains that were cleaned.

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1988 started out slowly as we did not have to contend with 
any record snowfall during the winter months, nor with any 
related runoff. As April approached the tempo started to 
pick up. The new treatment plant was being put out to bid 
at the time, and we immediately began to experience an influx 
of contractors around the plant, examining the premises. 
By early June, the bid had been awarded to Keymont Construction 
of Laconia, NH and shortly thereafter they began construction 
in earnest. Construction progressed so rapidly that even 
before the official groundbreaking during the last week of 
June, the site for the lagoons had been cleared of trees and 
footings had been poured for the new motor control building. 
By late December over 70% of the construction had been completed 
in only a third of the time allotted for total plant 
construction.We anticipate that by mid-January 1989 we can 
begin filling the lagoons and commence secondary operations 
as soon as they are full. 


It was a hot dry summer for almost everyone and here at the 
treatment plant it was no exception. It was the driest June 
in the 17 years that we had kept records of precipitation 
here at the plant. Fortunately we had enough rainfall later 
On in the year to make up some of the difference, aS we were 
only four inches short of our 40-inch 17-year average. 


During 1988 the plant personnel attended various State and 
private training seminars for upgrading operator performance 
and certification. We also started doing more of our State 
and EPA required effluent testing in-house to keep the costs 
down and to gain control of the test scheduling. 


Unfortunately, with plant construction in full swing we had 
been unable to have any of our usual school tours. As 
construction winds down in 1989, I would like to extend an 
Open invitation to not only the schools, but to ALL the 
Townspeople, to please stop in and let us show you around.

It benefits all of us, as well as any of the downstream 
users; for not only is the water quality improved for fishing, 
recreation and health reasons, but it allows the Town to expand 
its sewerage system without further detriment to the 
environment. So please stop by and let us show you around 
and answer any questions or concerns that you might have about 
the new system. Thank you.

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NEWPORT RECREATION AND PARKS DEPARTMENT 


The Newport Recreation and Parks Department continues to grow as 
a community resource. The all-weather running track with field 
amenities such as high jump, pole vault, running long jump, discus 
and shotput areas, a joint project of the Newport Recreation and 
Parks Department and the Newport Lions organization, is now completed. 

five-foot chain link fence was erected along Route 10 with renewable 
easement from the State of New Hampshire Department of Transportation 
as added protection to this area. The Newport School District funded 
95 percent of the fence. 


The softball field project broke ground on November 28, 1988 with 
a projected completion of phase one during the summer of 1989. 
I, as Director of the Department, commend the area businesses for 
their donations to match the 35,000 dollar grant from the Land and 
Water Conservation Fund on behalf of the Newport community. The 
Newport High School Ski Club has helped in reconditioning the ski 
jumps and the cross country ski trails at the athletic recreation 
complex for the 1989 season. 


The Recreation Department continues to offer the same number of 
programs for the community with several new areas of emphasis: 
preschool and early elementary (ballet and tumbling) and health 
walks for all ages. 


The Recreation and Parks Department has a part-time secretary as 
of May, 1988. This position has provided for improved communications 
with the public with regard to program information and registration 
of participants for the programs. 


The Newport Recreation Advisory Board welcomed two new members in 
1988, Mary Jane Massaro and Dean Smith. William Thurlow’ was 
re-elected Chairperson and Ellen Soucy Secretary for 1988-1989. 


The Department continues to be recognized on a national and regional 
level. Director Larry Flint was re-elected to the Board of Directors 
for the Council of Affiliated Presidents (CAPS), a national 
Organization representing recreation and parks professionals who 
have served, are serving, or will serve as presidents of their State 
associations to the National Recreation and Parks Association. 
Mr. Flint was elected Treasurer of the New England Regional Council, 
an organization representing the Recreation and Parks professionals 
of the six New England states. 


I want to thank all the Town departments for their assistance in 
1988 in helping our department reach our goals and objectives.

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TOWN OFFICE OF PLANNING & ZONING 


1988 has shown a continuation of the increased growth pattern 
experienced in 1986 and 1987. Developed growth through good 
planning practice is a viable economic benefit to the community. 


The Office of Planning and Zoning provides assistance to the 
Planning Board, Site Plan Review Board and Zoning Board of 
Adjustment in research and advisory areas, insuring the Boards 
are updated and knowledgeable of planning procedures, land 
use law, zoning laws, ordinances and Supreme Court decisions 
relating thereto. All three Boards have considered and made 
decisions regarding very complex cases this past year. 


The Office of Planning and Zoning is staffed by three persons. 
Mrs. Carole Carley is the office receptionist, secretary and 
bookkeeper for the Community Development Block Grant Program. 
Mrs. Carley provides assistance to citizens in preparing the 
various applications handled by the office. Warren Winter 
is the office Zoning Administrator, Building Inspector and 
the Rehabilitation Specialist for the Community Development 
Block Grant program for housing. Warren also assists the 
Town's Health Officer in making health problem inspections. 
The Director is responsible for the day-to-day operation and 
Staff of the office. He is also responsible for the 
administration of the grant programs of the Town. As _ the 
Town planner, the Director assists the Town Manager in planning 
matters and special projects. 


In 1988 the Building Inspector and Director have made over 
1200 site inspections dealing with construction, alterations, 
underground storage tanks, health and junk yards, zoning 
violations (reported by citizens), gravel pit operations and 
housing rehabilitation. Further, the office has consulted 
with 850 professionals and citizens regarding planning and 
zoning matters. The year 1988 has seen 302 building permits 
issued representing new construction of $6,955,813 and 
$1,420,889 in repairs, additions and alterations for a total 
of $8,376,702. To illustrate the growth in Newport, please 
consider this: 1985 - $2,500,000, 1986 - $4,240,894, 1987 
- $6,176,992, and 1988 - $8,376,702. 


Again this year, I would like to thank the Town officials, 
employees and the members of all the volunteer Boards and 
Committees for their assistance provided this office through 
the year. The most important "thank you" is given to the 
citizens of Newport who are really responsible for the growth 
and enrichment of their town.

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RICHARDS LIBRARY 


1988 has been an important year for the Richards Free Library. 
On Sunday, January 24, after ten years of planning and seven 
months of construction the expanded library facilities were 
Opened to the public. Over 400 people were on hand that day 
to tour the new addition. Children were given balloons and 
entertained by stories read by Richards School Principal, 
Peter Reynolds. 


Not only are the facilities larger, but services have also 
expanded. In September an after-school movie and after-school 
storytime was added each week. Outreach programs to local 
pre-schools have begun. To honor Linda Morrow, her former 
students gave a listening center and cassette tapes for the 
children's room. For adults, the Library hosted a _ reading- 
discussion series this fall. Video and audio cassettes have 
also been added to the formats available at the library. 
With recent gifts from the Friends of the Library we will 
begin to offer in-library viewing of video cassettes and 
a public access computer for word processing and graphics. 


In 1988, the Library applied for and received three grants. 
The first was a grant by the Mellon Foundation matched by 
the Friends of the Richards Library to purchase the Library 
of America. This is a series of works and criticism of American 
Literature. The second grant was from the New Hampshire Council 
for the Humanities to sponsor a _ reading-discussion series 
on the theme "Myths in Marriage". This funded local humanities 
scholars to lecture and lead discussions on the books read 
by the group. The third grant was from the National Endowment 
for the Humanities and the American Library Association to 
fund a poetry discussion series based on the PBS series Voices 
& Visions. Newport was selected to be one of 25 demonstration 
sites in the country. 


It has been a busy year at the Library. In the first eleven 
months the Library has: 


-Answered 1089 reference questions 

.Served 1908 children in storytimes and classroom visits 
.Circulated 30,043 books, magazines, records, audio and 
video cassettes, puzzles, toys, filmstrips, and art 
prints 


In my first seven months as Librarian I have been warmly 
welcomed. I want to thank all of you who stopped into the 
Library to meet me and wish me well. I want to thank the 
dedicated staff who made my job easier - Vickie McNally, Anne 
Purnell, Pauline Horan, Lisa Merry and Harriet and Win Davis.

Exhibits of fine arts and crafts, films, performances, lectures 
and studio classes were enjoyed by many area residents and 
visitors during the 1988 season. 


Our season opened with "New Hampshire Spins and Weaves," an 
exhibit bringing together traditional and contemporary fabric 
artists. Special events during the exhibit included tours 
of the Dorr Woolen Mill, a slide show about antique spinning 
wheels, and talk by Soviet wool importer Peter Hagerty. 


Newport High School students took charge of the gallery in 
May, with a lively show of sculpture, drawings, paintings, 
prints and collage. 


Kathy Hicklin Bott, art teacher at Newport High School and 
John Bott, art professor at Colby Sawyer College exhibited 
vivid abstract paintings on paper and canvas. During their 
show, a trio performed chamber music in the gallery. 


Summer brought "On Site: Human Scale" featuring portraits 
by Nashua artist Nancy Angell and fine furniture by Newport 
woodworker Terry Moore. 


Photography was the medium explored in "Personal Visions," 
an exhibit of black and white and hand-colored black and white 
prints by David Putnam and Curt Fields. Many amateurs and 
professionals participated in a photography contest exhibited 
in the Backstage Gallery. 


The Soo-Nipi Quilters Guild annual exhibit, "Quilts: An 
American Legacy VII" met with record attendance. Students 
of Towle School toured the exhibit and adults attended 
Stenciling Workshops. "Hearts and Hands", a film about the 
history of women and their quilts gave a new perspective to 
the exhibit. 


The year ended with an exhibit of fantasy and imagination. 
"The Puppets of Basil Milovsoroff" presented puppet-making 
as an artform through a_ collection of traditional and 
experimental puppets. Over 700 students from Newport, Sunapee, 
New London and Cornish visited the gallery. 


In addition to exhibits and programs, our facilities were 
used by the Newport schools, Richards Library, civic groups 
and private organizations for special programs, meetings 
and receptions. 
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Studio art classes were held spring, summer and “fall. 
Children's classes have remained popular, with 130 participating 
in pottery, drama, cartooning, painting, puppet-making, and 
paper mache. Adults attended classes in dried flower arranging 
and wreathmaking, and photography. 


The Library Arts Center is funded independently through 
membership and business donations, grants, fund-raising events 
and endowment income. Newport businesses contributed 
generously, sponsoring our seven major exhibits, and their 
new and increased donations were matched by a grant from the 
NH State Council on the Arts and National Endowment for the 
Arts. Another NHSCA/NEA grant was awarded to fund exhibit 
enrichment programs. The Annual Fund Raising Dinner, popcorn 
sales during the summer band concerts, Apple Pie Craft Fair 
and Dickens Craft Fair all raised money for the Arts Center. 


Volunteers continued to play an important role, serving as 
advisors, helping to curate and mount exhibits, leading students 
on gallery tours, assisting in daily operations and running 
fund-raising events. With their commitment and strong community 
support, the Library Arts Center offered a full season of 
arts programming.

Progress is being made on the proposed joint vocational 
education facilities for both Newport and Claremont. 
Eachteschooohisdistrict has beens» jawarded fia vSz>.0G0 
planning grant by the State Department of Education. 
Newport has submitted a $3,969,120 building proposal to 
Che pana. State Department for these vocational 
facilities. The state lepisitature (will be discussing 
this proposal as part of thje state budget. ites 
important for the students attending Newport High 
School to have these facilities available to then. 
This area of the state is one of the very few remaining 
areas that does not have a= secondary vocational 
education facility available to their students. I hope 
you will encourage your local legislators to vote in 
favor of this important legislation.

One of the Articles in the School Warrant deals with 
the purchase of land adjacent to Newport High School. 
This land is currently owned by Dartmouth Motors’) and 
consists of approximately 5 acres located where the 
automobiles were once parked. I strongly feel that it 
is in the best interest of the school districts .e 
purchase this property while it is available. Land 
availability for school purposes will not be easy to 
locate in the future. 


The athletic-recreational complex adjacent to Newport 
High School is by far one of the outstanding such 
facilities in the state.

NEWPORT JUNIOR/SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


As I. look back -at “my “second year,” I) am “extremely 
pleased with the progress we have made. You, the 
people of Newport, have been very supportive as 
witnessed by the enormous success of Spirit Week and 
Homecoming festivities, especially the parade. Our 


students are continuing to take pride in each other and 
their accomplishments. Our athletic programs are first 
class and represent all of us in a way that makes us 
extremely proud. 


The year 1988-89 has been filled with enthusiasm and 
excitement. After a successful football and cross 
country fall season, we have enjoyed a tremendous’ boys 
and girls basketball season and have watched our 
wrestling team compete on the varsity level. 
Unfortunately, the lack of snow has hurt the ski tean, 
but the ski areas have assured us’ they will be ready 
for the State meets. We look forward to this’ spring 
when our baseball and softball teams defend their 
championships and when our track team competes on the 
newly sealed track complex. 


With your support and with a great deal of grant 
writing, we have certainly up-graded the technological 
education our students are receiving. We now use’ IBM 
Computers to instruct students in Keyboarding and 
Business Applications. With the help of grant monies, 
six teachers are using interactive videos in their 
classroom. These are a combination of. CR 4aneana 
computers. 


The Media Center at Newport Junior/Senior High School 
has been more active than ever. To date, more than 250 
class periods have been booked by faculty members’ for 
class use of the Media facilities and collection. 
Individual student research and use has been extensive. 
The highlight of the year has been the addition of a CD 
Rom which has enabled students and staff to take 
advantage of the latest technology when doing research. 
It is excellent training for our college bound students 
to learn the techniques for data searches. Individual 
and group instruction in research skills is an on-going 
activity which begins with a 7th grade library 
orientation in September. Video tape production is 
very popular among the students for individual or group 
projects. The general appearance of the Media Center 
was improved dramatically by replacing the old 
carpeting and reorganizing the facility. None of this 
could have been accomplished without the dedication of 
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our new Community Volunteers, Mrs. Jean Sirois and Mrs. 
Sandra Aldrich. Programs and usage of the Media Center 
continue to expand as students and staff become more 
involved. We hope to continue to expand our’ programs 
and technology to meet the demands of increased usage. 


We strive to find new ways to help our 
"students-—at-risk" and to that end we have established 
a self-contained transition seventh grade classroom 
that has been a tremendous success. 


Also with the help of a grant, we are creating a 
prevocational computer assisted learning center. 
Finally, we are moving forward with our efforts to have 
a Vocational Center attached to the High School. The 
staff members are increasing their skills in both 
understanding adolescence and delivering the 
information to students in better ways. 


All these efforts have been noticed, not only by us, 
but also by State representatives. We have had _ two 
teachers and one student receive State recognition. 
William Thurlow has been named The NH Social Studies 
Teacher of the Year. Marshall Barrett has been named 
the NH Industrial Arts Teacher of the Year. Mark 
Tremblay, a senior, has been selected to represent New 
Hampshire as the "student/athlete" in the Thom McCann 
National Competition.

RICHARDS ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 


As the primary ‘agency ‘for! teaching reading 9 im. >this 
community, Richards School is continuously pursuing the 
bést. way t6 doGthat "for, Newportde,) ichitdren seeAtGer ae 
nurturing home, success in reading is one the greatest 
promoters of self-esteem; high self-esteem tends. to 
prevent such events as drug abuse, school drop-out, and 
eventually abuse of other human beings. 


Since there is no single best way to learn to read, at 
Richards we approach reading through a variety of ways. 
First, Newport has’ provided a kindergarten experience 


forvall chrfdren. Not), onlyxdotechiidrenwentenn iiss 
grade with a good preschool experience, now we also 
have a very good sense of how each child learns. We 


can see whether a delay in learning is best addressed 
by specialized*®fteaching “methods, sby therapy s* sor. 7by 
bombarding that child with experiences. This year we 
have begun using a program that identifies the child's 
level in a range of prereading skills and allows us. to 
teech.  those?*spéeciftic™ skitis in small groups of 
students. Early Prevention of (School) Failure (CEPSF) 
provides us with a perspective that enables us’ even 
better to’teach each child’ where’ that child is}, rather 
than to a mythical average. 


Other activities have supported our efforts. We 
continue to use BOOK IT!, a reading incentive progran, 
and have expanded parental involvement in it. We have 
been working on three staff goals: reviewing our basal 
reading program, developing an effective and efficient 


report card, and improving communications between 
school and home. (Some community members are directly 
involved in these processes.) Staff, as usual, have 


been involved in workshops and classes to bring current 
thinking into the classroom. 


While we make these efforts, we are affected by 


population change. The excellent student-teacher 
ratios we had last year have been affected by increases 
on both ends. In its three years, kindergarten has 


grown from 75 to 95 students; fourth grade has grown so 
that an increasing number of those classes will move 
into Richards at an expense of lower level class’ size. 
About one-third of Newport's students arrive with some 
sort of language shortcoming that will impede learning 
to read. At the same time, we are below the national 
percentage of students served by special education 
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programs. We as a community must do all we can _ to 
support a love for and appreciation of reading. If we 
want it to continue after school ends, we must promote 
before schooling begins.

TOWLE ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 


I am pleased to submit my seventh annual report as 
Principal of Towle Elementary School. 


Towle School houses 238 students in grades 4-6. There 
are three classes at each level andae_e self-contained 
special education class. The average class. size, 
excluding the special education class, is 25 students. 


Curriculum areas are _ being studied. A science 
committee and a social studies committee are at work 
developing the science and social studies curriculums. 


The Phys Ed Club operates an intramural program after 
school. “In the fall? students had’ the opportunity «eo 


play soccer. Two other programs will be available 
after February vacation. Our aim is to supplement’ the 
experiences available to students through other 


channels. 


When students enter the fifth grade, they are offered 
two new opportunities. The first is the chance to join 
the Towle School Chorus. Instrumental music lessons 
are also offered for the first time. 


Each year, the students at Towle School participate in: 

a. The Union Leader New Hampshire State Spelling 
Bee. 

b. The New England Mathematics League Contest. 

c. The Natalie S. Anderson Prize Speaking 
Contest. 

d. The Book It! reading incentive program 
sponsored by Pizza Hut. 

e. The Winter Sports Program featuring downhill 
skiing, %cross country *skiting, skating, ana 
snowshoeing. 


Each month a_ school newsletter is published and sent 
home with the students. The newsletter attempts’ to 
include news of all of the events that are happening at 
Towle as well as articles on effective parenting and 
building strong childhood self-concepts. 


The students and staff of Towle are looking forward to 
celebrating 1989 as "The Year of the Young Reader". We 
are planning a year-long celebration which will include 
many activities and events. We hope to involve the 
school, the home and the community in the celebration.

Computer knowledge and use continue to increase. There 
are several operating Commodore systems in classrooms. 
Four Apple Ile systems and a printer are available for 


student and staff use in tne Fri prary. The 
administrative offices are equipped with Apple 
Professional Systems.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF 
PUPIL PERSONNEL SERVICES 


Special Education services are available to every 
student in the Newport School District. Each’ school 
has a pupil placement team consisting of the child's 
classroom teacher, school psychologist, speech/language 
pathologist, and if “necessary, the Director of  Punis 
Personnel Services. When a child is in need of special 
education services, the team together with the parents, 
plan and develop an individualized educational program 
designed to meet the educational needs of the student. 


Approximately 10-12% of our student population has been 
identified as educationally handicapped. Language and 
learning disabilities account for the vast majority of 
handicaps. Our special education and regular education 
steffi gwork *together yp pta ensure that’ “students geran 
learning disabilities succeed in the regular classroon. 


Over the past five years, we have developed a continuum 
of special education services from preschool through 
high school. Today only a few handicapped students are 
placed in residential settings or private and/or other 
public school special education programs. The 
challenge for the future will be to improve the quality 
of instruction while maintaining the present level of 
services. Emphasis will be placed on integrating 
special vand )rectular education and on increasing 
inservice opportunities for teachers and parents. 


In closing, I want to thank our teachers, parents, and 
School Board members for their continued support of our 
exceptional children. I encourage you to visit your 
local school's special education programs as well as 
our regional School Administrative Unit programs 
located in Bradford (preschool), Newport (mentally 
retarded), and Sunapee (emotionally disturbed). Please 
drop in and see first-hand the excellent work our 
teachers are doing educating your special children. 
And finally, as parents of our special needs children, 
I ask you to become active participants in the special 
education process.
